Equipment Funds Cut Out. 

Large fund requests for lab- 
oratory equipment to be used 
in teaching the sciences were 
cut out of both plans. The 
theory apparently was that 
equipment could be obtained 
from sources other than the 
Federal Government 

The fields in which the de- 


partment and the foundation 
would operate were clarified. 
if the program is enacted the 
foundation would administer 


that part dealing with scholars 
and the college campuses. 

The department's Office of 
Fducation would deal with the 
state departments of education, 
channeling aid to the public 
high schools and elementary

The states would set up test- 
ing programs to find talented 
youth, provide the consultants 
in counseling and determine 
that proportion of their funds 
should go to improving teach- 
ers salaries.

it might be best first to sort 
out the various organizations 
involved in recent party shifts. 
The * 7,000,000-member party 
itself is supreme in the Soviet 
Uften and completely domi- 
nates the Government. The. 
party leadership therefore is of 
paramount importance. 

The highest policy-making 
body of the party is the pre-| 
sidium of 15 nominally equal 
members. The highest admin- 
istrative body of the party is 
the Secretariat. Khrushchev, 
as fipét secretary, is boss of the 
adw@iitstration. Both groups 
as® chosen by and are respons- | 
ible to the party’s central com- | 
mittee. 

City Party Boss. 

Mrs. Furtseva was one of | 
seven secretaries elected by | 
the central committee in Feb- | 
ruary 1956, but at the same | 
time she continued as boss of 
the Moscow city party organi- 
zation. This, like all party 
units throughout the country, | 
has its own committee and sec- 
retariat. | ' 

Last June one secretary, | 
Dmitri Shepilov, was ousted, | 
but the central committee last 
week elected three new secre-| 
taries, bringing the total to 
nine. The newest appointees 
are Nuritdin A. Mukhitdinov, | 
Nikolai Ignatov and Alexei I.| 
Kirichenko. - And now it is an- 
nounced that Mrs. Furtseva 
will work in the secretariat full - 
time. 

The most. striking thing 
about the new line-up is that 
all nine secretaries serving un- 
der Khrushchev in the party's 
administrative branch also sit 
beside him .as full members of 
the presidium, the top policy- 
making body. 

With Khrushchev, they con- 
stitute two-thirds of the pre- 
sidium. 

This is a situation that has 
not obtained here in many | 
years, and on the surface it 
would appear to promote a 
high degree of integration be- 
tween the work of the two 
bodies 

The nature of the reorgani- 
zation of the secretariat that 
made necessary the appoint- 
ment of three new members 
last week and the full-time 
assignment of Mrs. Furtseva is 
not known. Practically nothing 
about the inner functioning of 
the secretariat or the pre- 
sidium is ever published or 
@iscussed here. 

Other Shifts. 

The release of Mrs. Furtse- 
va and the appointment of Us- 
tinov were decided on at a 
plenum of the Moscow city 
committee The committee also 
released B. A. Borisov from 
his duties as a secretary of the 
Moscow city organization “in 
connection with his assign- 
ment: to other work” which 
was not listed. 

Borisov was replaced by E 
K. Ragozin. Both men are 
members of the Moscow city 
party committee. 

It is not known from where 
the city organization drafted 
Ustinov. In standard avail- 
able referense works he is 
not Hsted in any of the top 
Moscow party or government 
posts, nor does he appear on 
lists of figures prominent in 
the national or other area par- 
ties and government organi- 
zations.

Although Stassen himself

Louis a nation-wide experience, out- 
of-town financial interest and a 
reputation for brilliant design that 
would have upped the standard of 
every other ‘St. Louis architectural 
and planning project undertaken in 
the next half century. 

Instead we get a split authority, 
familiar personalities with a lack 
of broad-geuge, long-term vision 
which has not only allowed but 
presumably aided St. Louis to get 
into its present blind alley of civic 
stagnation. 
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And there is no assurance that 
the result will be anything out- 
standing in the way of civie design.

17 Nations in Business 


The formation at Paris of a 17-nation Western 
European agency to develop the peaceful atom 
comes just in time. A shortage in electric power 
has already begun in Western Europe. By 1960 
it will reach critical proportions unless nuclear 
power is brought into the breach meanwhile, 
the Congress of the International Chamber of 
Commerce at Naples last May was told. 

Co-operation is particularly well adapted to 
electric power systems. England found in de- 
veloping the grid system years ago that the ef- 
ficiency of small separate systems is very much 
enhanced if they are interconnected to function 
as a unit. England and France now are joining 
their electric power systems by way of a cable 
under the waters of the English channel, to ex- 
ploit these potentialities further. 

In the nuclear aspect of électric power, co- 
operation is especially indicated, since it is so 
costly and so many nations in Western Europe— 
as elsewhere throughout the world—need it so 
much. 

The question that now arises is: Where is the 
17-nation agency to obtain the technical counsel 
it will require in order to build nuclear power 
plants in Western Europe? 

It is four years to the month since President 
Eisenhower made his dramatic offer before the 
United Nations to share the peaceful atom with 
the world. Yet as Henry DeWolf Smyth, who 
was a consultant of the Manhattan District and 
later a member of the Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion, pertinently asked at about that time: “How 
can we offer to build reactors abroad without 
building enough reactors here to know what we 
are deing?” 

Four years later, we still have not built enough 
reactors at home to know what we could be 
doing abroad. The first commercial-scale atomic 
power plant to begin operation in this country, 
at Shippingport, Pa., is an example. It cost the 
United States more to learn how to build that 
plant than it did to build it. AEC’s own break- 
down of its investment is $50,000,000 for .con- 
struction and $55,000,000 for research and 
development. 

The Western European countries cannot afford 
that kind of outlay. They will have to turn to 
some country which has already paid to learn 
how and can teach them how without the heavy 
initial cost. The United States is not, so far, 
such a country. Great Britain, nearly two years 
ahead of us in operating a commercial-scale 
atomic power plant, is in a position to guarantee 
both price and performance. Suppliers in our 
country can guarantee neither. 

Our first duty to the 17-nation West European 
atomic agency therefore comes down to a duty 
to ourselves. We must build more atomic plants 
—not just in our heads, not just of model size, 
but actual life-size plants such as the Western 
European nations want. 

Otherwise Great Britain —and Russia — will 
monopolize the market. Certainly we should not 
wish to monopolize the market ourselves, but 
we should want to sell atomic power plants to 
other countries. Our standing as the first coun- 
try to produce atomic fission on a large scale 
depends on it—and much of our foreign policy. 
S50 does the prosperity of our business com- 
munity. 

The success or failure of our co-operation with 
the Western Europeap atomic agency is bound 
to be a reflection of our failure or success in 
prosecuting an atomic energy program in our 
own country. 
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Aid for Public Housing’s Enemies 

If Public Housing Administrator Albert M. 
Cole wants to encourage public housing’s ene- 
mies, his policy for St. Louis county is most 
appropriate. It could set back the county's hous- 
ing program by almost a year. 

Mr. Cole is holding up approval of plans for 
a 350-unit project at Jefferson Barracks because 
of the possibility of an election next November 
on a proposal to kill the County Housing Au- 
thority. Chairman Francis M. Barnes III of the 
County Housing Authority says Cole told him 
the delay was requested by Congressman Thom- 


as B. Curtis. Webster Groves Republican. Cole 
says that isn't so. 
There is a very strong possibility that the 


county may be subjected to the expense of a 
referendum on the public housing question. The 
County Election Board now is determining 
whether the referendum petitions contain a suf- 
ficient number of valid signatures to force such 
an election. But even assuming that the peti- 
tions are legal and sufficient, there still is no 
good reason for the Federal Government to hold 
up the Barracks project. 

If the Government halted public housing activ- 
ity every time local opposition to a particular 
project made a gesture in the direction of a ref- 
erendum, no consistent and well-planned housing 
program would be possible. The Government's 
policy should be to go ahead with the Barracks 
plans unless or until it is legally stopped from 
doing so. To try to anticipate a situation which 
might exist if the referendum petitions might 
be held valid and the voters might kill the Coun- 
ty Housing Authority by referendum is to put a 
premium on obstruction by local opponents of 
all projects. 

Mr. Barnes says the agency feels it has a bind- 
ing obligation with the Government and that the 
contract can be enforced in court if necessary. 
Let us hope that does not become necessary. 
Since the Government has nothing to lose by 
proceeding with the project, Mr. Cole ought to 
change his attitude and give the authority the 
green light it deserves.

An Old Taboo 


The increasing-humanization of the treatment 
of leprosy which the United Nations World 
Health Organization reports is an encouraging 
and long-overdue development. Many countries 
now let leprosy patients lead a more or less nor- 
mal life, and sulfone medication has reduced 
contagion so far that treatment may be taken 
at home, the W.H.O. reports. 


It would be gratifying if the United States 
could report as much improvement in attitude 
in this country as the U.N. agency reports for 
the community of nations. But though new sul- 
phur cempounds have made marvelous strides 
in successfully treating leprosy for the first time 
in the history of medicine, those afflicted with 
the disease continue to be treated as outcasts in 
many parts of this civilized country. — 

The abnormal fear of leprosy which the en- 
lightened world is trying to shake off is a hang- 
over from the superstitions of biblical times. 
Because of this unscientific attitude, many phy- 
sicians are woefully ignorant ef the disease and 
it has been misdiagnosed as acne, syphilis and 
a half dozen other ailments. For the same rea- 
s0ns, many persons suffering from leprosy take 
treatment sub rosa or do not take it at all, 
rather than subject themselves to being treated 
as outcasts. 


From every standpoint, therefore, we need to 


come out into the light of the twentieth cen- 


tury in our attitude toward this ancient disease 
as well as in our medical treatment of it. The 
interest of a United Nations agency in bringing 
new confidence into the realm of an old fear 
is one of the best promises that we may yet do so.

Split Over Negotiating 

The split that is said to have developed among 
Administration advisers on negotiating with 
Russia must be regarded as a division between 
those who favor negotiations and those who 
do not. ' | 

Ostensibly the argument is about whether our 
Government should insist on working through 
the U.N. Disarmament Commission or seek to 
arrange a new forum for discussions. Since the 
Soviet Union has declined to take part in the 
new Disarmament Commission's work, and since 
the prolonged work of the old commission came 
to nothing, insistence on this approach to the 
exclusion of others is probably a way of staying 
out of any meaningful negotiations. It would 
give the appearance of being willing to nego- 
tiate but not the substance. 

Is such a stand likely to fool many of our 
allies who are demanding an earnest effort to 
reach some settlement with Rugsia before step- 
ping up the missile-bases race? In some re- 
spects our Government might be wiser to re- 
fuse any negotiations at all than to engage in 
a game of make-believe. When we make a 
show of negotiating, we admit the force of the 
argument in favor of that course, but if we do 
no more than make a show we open ourselves 
to the charge of insincerity. 

Serious effort to reach an accommodation with 
the Soviets requires not merely a search for 
new forums of discussion but a willingness to 
consider basic political questions as well as dis- 
armament. The disarmament debate has been 
on dead center for so long that a settlement of 
some other points of difference may be needed 
to get it off. 

Why should not serious attention be given 
to the proposals now being emphasized by the 
Russians? These include a pledge against using 
nuclear weapons, an immediate halt of nuclear 
testing, agreement to keep both Germanys, Po- 
land and Czechoslovakia free of atomic weapons, 
a non-aggression pact between the NATO and 
Warsaw powers, an‘increase in trade and cul- 
tural relations. x oe 

Parts of this program are plainly propaganda. 
All of it might be found to be such if seriously 
discussed. But the only way to find out how 
serious the Russians are is to negotiate. Our 
failure to do so merely permits them to pose 
as the sole champions of peace. 

Negotiations do not have to be carried on at 
a summit conference, particularly at the begin- 
ning. A summit conference, in fact, would be 
foolish unless preceded by careful preparations. 
The regular channels of diplomacy may be the 
best forum for discussion at the moment. But 
first there must be genuine willingness on both 
sides to discuss. 
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A New Civil Rights Chairman 

President Eisenhower has acted with expedi- 
tion in refilling the chairmanship of the Civil 
Rights Commission vacated by former Supreme 
Court Justice Stanley F. Reed. His choice of 
Dr. John A. Hannah, president of Michigan 
State University, who has been serving as com- 
mission vice chairman, seéms a happy one. Dr. 
Hannah shows a fine public spirit in taking on 
this difficult job. And the President has named 
a Southern moderate, former Gov. Doyle E. Carl- 
ton of Florida, to fill the vacancy in the com- 
mission. 

The commission cannot too soon get down to 
its work of safeguarding the voting and other 
civil rights of minority groups. Even with the 
limited franchise it has been given, there is 
much that can be done. What is done by the 
commission will, furthermore, become the foun- 
dation of further legislation and further work 
which we hope will move still closer toward 
realization of the democratic ideal of the dignity 
and equality of man. 
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Shifting Economic Gears 

The White House has made a small, tentative 
Step in the direction of pump-priming. Some 
$177,000,000 of housing funds were “unfrozen” 
for commitment in three federal programs—mili- 
lary and co-operative housing and urban renewal. 

Of itself the action is not too important. A 
substantial part of these funds, especially those 
intended for slum clearance, will require sev- 
eral years before their impact is felt in the 
economy. Nevertheless the very act of unfreez- 
ing funds which the President had previously 
objected even to having on hand may be psycho- 
logically important as an announcement to the 
country that Government action to counter the 
recession is now in order. 

Such action will become more in order as 
time goes on unless the slide in our economic 
affairs swiftly checks itself. Both by its action 
in similar circumstances of the 1953-54 recession 
and by its repeated pledges to the people, the 
Eisenhower Administration is committed to the 
philosophy that Government must step in to bal- 
ance and offset economic fluctuations. 


Until recently it has been the Government's 
job to keep the lid on an inflationary pot. The 
job has not been done too well, as witnessed by 
the steady climb of prices which did not halt 
until recent months. But without such restraints 
as were applied through fiscal policy and credit 
restrictions by the Federal Reserve svstem,. the 
inflation would have been greater. Now it ap- 
pears that counter-inflationary policy is about to 
give way, with hardly a transitional period, to 
counter-deflationary policy. 

The circumstances reinforce the view that it 
Is too early to decida whether next year’s budget 
should be halanced, or show a surplus, or show 
a deficit. Military and civilian expenditures 
should be charted according to the national 
needs, and the precise method of financing left 
until later in the fiscal year.

Bargain in State Revenue 

Milton Carpenter has promised Missouri a 
kind of belated Christmas present in the form of 
a more efficient operation of his State Revenue 
Department—and in time this may mean savings 
of some $5,000,000 a year for the state. 

The Revenue Department intends to install a 
medium-scale electronic computer to prepare 
both payrolls for state employes and many reve- 
nue forms and records for taxpayers and motor- 
ists. Other equipment and personnel will be 
redistributed; eventually the number of em- 
ployes can be reduced. The new payroll system 
alone should save $135,000 a year, Mr. Carpenter 
says. One of the incidental results will be a 30- 
day written notice for all motorists before their 
driver's licenses expire. 

The Revenue Director says these alterations 
are the result of a survey prepared by Computu- 
matix, Inc., of St. Louis which cost $4859. If 
the expected savings are a gift to the state, the 
cost was certainly a bargain.

U.S. counts on threats, bluff and bribes instead of ideas in the 
Mideast, specialist reports; we are out of touch with impor- 
tant elements while Russians cultivate them; becoming most 
hated nation through dependence on old men and kings.

In the Middle East, I am alarmed at 
our current position and the drift in 
our policy. We have tended to lapse 
into a reliance upon the threat of 
force, to vacillate between bluff and 
threat, generosity and pettiness, and 
to slip into easy alliances with those 
who are linked to us only by oppor- 
tunism. We have yet to offer real 
competition to the hostile ideologies. 


Available to us by inheritance was 
the Westernized diplomatic set which 
was for years the foundation of French 
and British control. 


Today they are less able to put 
their opinions into effect and have 
tended, themselves, to lose touch with 
recent currents of 
the popular will. 

In recent years 
certain American 
Ambassadors, ap- 
parently acting upon 
the notion that ac- 
quaintanceship im- 
plies approval, have 
begun to restrict 
the contacts of their 
staffs to those 
known to be friend- 
ly to America. 

During my visit 
to Syria, I was told 
by Akram Hourani, the parviamentary 
leader of the Arab Socialist Resurrec- 
tion party, the Baath, that neither he 
nor his party colleagues had contacts 
in the Embassy. Hourani is generally 
regarded as the key man in the Syrian 
Parliament, speaking as he does for 
the non-Communist left, and he is cer- 
tainly one of the coming leaders of 
the entire Arab world.

Younger Generation Emerges 


In Lebanon, which {s less significant 
in any scale of evaluation and which 
is already “won,” we work far harder 
to develop local contacts. But in Iraq 
and Jordan, we have never met the 
opposition. 

When we speak of pro-Western Iraq, 
we really mean Nuri Said; but there, 
as a former Prime Minister told me, 
it must be admitted that Nasser is as 
popular as Nuri Pasha is strong. But 
Nuri, who is now 70, is a lone giant. 


Perhaps the most striking aspect of 
the Middle Eastern scene today is the 
emergence of the younger generation. 
These are young men and women 
who grew to adulthood under Western 
domination. Their ideals are much 
more like ours than were those of the 
older generation. What was to the 
older generation a loosely worn cloak 
of nationalism is to them a skin. 


Enormity of Domestic Problems 


There has also been a shift toward 
greater concern with domestic prob- 
lems. And these problems—disease, 
grinding poverty, a huge backlog of 
ignorance and illiteracy, and om- 
ic underdevelopment — are horrifying 
in their complexity, enormity, and im- 
mediacy. To find solutions or even 
“new ideas,” Arabs are today more 
than ever before exploring the w 
spectrum of ideologies. a" 

It is difficult to avoid the feeling 
that we have adopted a Madison Ave- 
nue approach to the selling of democ- 
racy. The emphasis in our propaganda 
is on the crudest materialism and 
relies on obvious gimmicks. 

We offer money, some of which has 
accomplished excellent works, and we 
offer arms but in the realm of the 
intellect we give our audiences as lit- 
tle credit as does the average televi- 
sion advertiser. 

As events have not gone in the ways 
we wanted, we have come to 
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to replace him with except kings. To 
us he has become a hodge-podge of 
Hitler, Stalin, and a wily Oriental 
despot.. In Egypt he represents the 
younger generation and is most popu- 
lar among them. 


Most Egyptians, even those who 
genuinely fear him, agree that Nasser 
has given them a greater degree of 
self-respect than they have ever felt. 
Nasser has also given many Egyptians 
something of a feeling of stability. 


It is easy to criticize the tough- 
mindedness involved. But many Egyp- 
tians feel that they are in the same 
stage of devélopment as was the West 
in the nineteenth century. 


The great hope of Egypt was the 
High Dam. -Thus when Mr. Dulles’s 
curt renunciation of the previous 
American offer of aid arrived in 
Cairo, it could only be taken as a de- 
liberate attempt to topple the Gov- 
ernment. Dulles gave Nasser Egypt. 


Eisenhower Doctrine Appraised 


Many Westerners felt that we had 
been redeemed by our stand at the 
United Nations during the Anglo- 
French-Israeli invasion of Egypt. Few 
Arabs agreed. The Russian “threat” 
to London was taken seriously. No 
one thought the British or French 
were worried by our verbal stand. 
Thus Russia, rightly or wrongly, was 
regarded as the savior of Egypt. 

The Eisenhower Doctrine did not 
announce a new credo of American 
belief, nor did it approach the prob- 
lems and issues felt By the Middle 
East. As it was understood in Egypt, 
the meaning was “We will protect the 
Middle East, but not from those whose 
bombs and rockets had just been kill- 
ing Egyptians (because those people 
are Our allies), but from those whose 
actions had popularly been credited 
with averting a return to European 
domination.” 


In Egypt there are many signs that 
the Government is striving to beceme 
not too closely involved with Russia, 
and it seems to me likely that Britain, 
neutralized by the Suez debacle, is in 
a position to become the Middle East's 
harmless friend. We, who were far 
less involved in the first place and 
who had great opportunities for bet- 
tering our position, have replaced 
Britain as the most-hated nation. 


Should Stop and Take Stock? 


In Syria the positfon is in some 
ways more simple. Rightly or wrong- 
ly, Syria today expects an Israeli at- 
tack. We have by our pronounce- 
ments convinced the dominant Syrian 
politicians that we regard them as 
Communists and will not work with 
them. In their eyes, we bought Jordan. 
We have no contacts among the Syrian 
left wing; many Syrians are convinced 
we are planning a coup there. 

We strongly opposé Syria's receiv- 
ing Russian aid or arms but 
made it clear that we will give neither 
to those now in power. They cannot 
buy arms from us since in Syria, as

Kandel concludes at the end of this 
study, made for the American Civil- 
ization in the Twentieth Century 
Series. 


For a professor emeritus of educa- 
tion (Columbia Teachers’ College), 
Mr. Kandel takes a remarkably dis- 
passionate and clear-eyed look at what 
has happened to American public- 
school education in this century, and 
some of his conclusions are likely to 
be disconcerting to both the critics 
and the defenders of progressivism, 
the movement that has dominated edu- 
cational thinking during this period. 
For the author suggests that the sound 
and the fury on both sides were great- 
ly overdone, in view of the actual 
effects of the movement on our 
schools and on our culture. 
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He notes that the much-discussed 
“life-adjustment” plans for high 
schools have met with opposition from 
teachers who find that traditional! 
methods and materials are not only 
easier to handle but more prestigious 
“Status and prestige,” he says, “make 
teachers conventional and wedded to 
routine practices.” 


Furthermore, the teacher-education 
institutions, the supposed fountain- 
heads of the new wisdom, have-failed 
to set an example in practice, and 
are themselves still conventional and 
compartmentalized. 


Prof. Kandel’s view puts the schools 
into a more Jogical perspective for 
students of our culture who try to 
fit the schools into the general pic- 
ture. They have been learning from 
non-educational sources that our edu- 
cational institutions have been re- 
sponding willy-nilly to larger, irrever- 
sible trends. 

* * © 

Riesman and Denney, for instance 
(in “The Lonely Crowd”), find that al! 
our institutions, including schools, 
have been reacting helplessly and in 
quite predictable ways to historica! 
forces created by the position of our 
civilization on the“‘population curve.” 
And Prof. Kandel notes that de Toc- 
queville, more than a hundred years 
ago, foresaw the present leveling off 
of our society toward intellectual me- 
diocrity. 

The sociologists must be amused at 
the pretensions of the pedagogical 
flies on the hub of the wheel, imagin- 
ing they are making it go, or suppos- 
ing they could reverse it. This peda 
gogue has no such illusions, but he 
does find that the big-need jis for 
improvement in the qualifications of 
teachers, upon whom “the responsibil: 
ity devolves of carryimg out the aims 
of education, which Femain to be 
defined.” be

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Americans smoked more cigar- 
ettes in 1957 than ever before, 
an annual survey by Business 
Week magazine showed yester- 
day. A recerd consumption of 
410 billion’ cigarettes was 
indicated for this year—19 
billion more than in 1956. 


The report said the gain was 
one of the largest single-year 
increases ever made. 


Five yeers ago the tobacco 
industry was staggered by 
medical reports linking lung 
cancer and smoking, which at 
the time sent sales into a two- 
year slide. Consumption fell 
from the previous high of 394 
billion cigarettes in 1952 to 
368 billion in 1954. Since that 
low point, the report said, sales 
have been climbing.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 26 (AP) 
~The day of the ballistic mis- 


sile which has both interconti- | 


nental range and near pinpoint 
accuracy is almost here. 


To reach this development 
scientists have duplicated the 
principles of the universe and 
created temperatures one and 
one-half times hotter than the 
sun. 


They have built machines 
which can reproduce the flight 
conditions encountered at 25 
times’ the speed of sound— 
roughly 18,000 miles per hour. 

They have developed guid- 
anee instruments which navi- 
gate without reference to any 
point on earth, instruments so 
sensitive that the weight of a 
lint: speck from a polishing 
cloth will spin them off course 
by several degrees. 

There apparently are well- 
founded reports that the Sper- 
ry Gyroscope Co. of Great 
Neck, N.Y., has produced a de- 
vice known as the accelerom- 
eter which can 
correct—a deviation in the 
flight path of a missile of one 
hifindrédth of one degree. 

This means that a missile 
fired at the moon some 238,000 
miles away would hit a target 
no longer than a football field. 

Further, these instruments 
are sturdy enough to be packed 
inside a missile which acceler- 
ates, at nine times the force of 
gravity. 

Three Problems. 


From the military standpoint 
the major problems have had 
to. he considered: 

1. How to guide a missile 
from point A to point B 5000 
miles or more distant. 

2. How to bring back an 
object ranging 600 to 1000 
miles in space without having 
it burned to a cinder by at- 
mcepheric friction. 

3. Possible methods of 
evading anti-missiles, per- 
haps using skip courses or 
deviations from the normal 
ballistic trajectory course as 
it plummets toward its tar- 
get. 

To solve the first problem— 
at least theoretically—scientists 
have taken the gyroscope and 
incorporated it into the navi- 
gation system known as “‘iner- 
tial- guidance.” 

With this system a missile, 
an airplane, a ship or sub- 
marine can be directed to its 
destination without compass, 
radio or radar and without a 
glimpse of earth, sun or stars. 

The solution to the second 
problem involved an almost 
incredible search for a ma- 
terial and shape which had the 
ability: 

To withstand the shock of 
firing. To enter the minus 100 
degree cold of space without 
cracking. To withstand tem- 
pératures of 15,000 degrees 
Fahrenheit — one and one-half 
times hotter than the sun's sur- 
fare—without burning up. 

In arriving at a solution the 
scientists developed a highly 
secret ceramic and metallic 
dust compound and an équally 
seeret shape. 

Gyroscope Tests. 

Navigation by gyroscope 
Tog has been known. In fact, 
Spefry. which pioneered in this 
fiel@® Was experimenting with 
drogg=planes for use as aerial 
torpedoes back in 1915. The 


planes were guided by a gyro- 


scope: 

In essence the principle of 
the gyroscope is as old as the 
world. Indeed, the world is a 
gyroscope. 

The world spins on its axis 
with an equatorial speed of 
1000 miles per hour. This 
centrifugal force keeps its axis 
pointed to within one degree 
of the North Star. 

One property of the gyro- 
scope is that called precession. 
It occurs when a force tries to 
change the direction of the 
spinning axis. In the case of

Shock Tube Refined. 

At the Massachusetts labora- 
tories of AVCO a 55-year old 
invention known as the shock 
tube was refined by Dr. Arthur 
Kantrowitz, one of the nation’s 
top scientists in gas dynamics. 

Kantrowitz’s shock tube is a 
large, cannonlike assembly 
which, when fired, produces a 
shock wave so fast that its 
travel time is measured in mil- 
ionths of a second 

The tube is fired by the high 
compression of a combination 
Og gasses or the explosion of 
oxygen and hydrogen tempered 
by helium and nitrogen. 

As the gasses flow over any 
object placed in the chamber 
of the tube conditions result 
which approximate that of a 
missile nose cone traveling at 
18,000 miles per hour. The 
resistance of the object to the 
flow of gasses produces tem- 
peratures of 15,000 degrees or 
more. 

Involved in the selection of 
a material for a missile nose 
cone was consideration of 
shape. The scientists at AVCO 
were seeking a form which 
would dissipate heat as it 
moved through the air at tre- 
mendous speed. 

Week in and week out since 
1955 the AVCO researchers de- 
Signed and re-designed “fami- 
lies” of shapes. One family 
would involve as many as 40 
such shapes, all closely related ' 
but with slightly different tech- 
nical properties

Drama on DP Problem Tiny Sphere on Vanguard That Blew Up Is Masterpiece of Craftsmanship; Has Solar Battery For Home 


NEW YORK, Dec. 26. 

THERE IS NOT NEARLY enough drama with any 
degree of social content on television so we shouldn't carp 
too much at the methods of attack of what little there is. 
Still, such drama invites friendly discussion and in that 
vein I'd like to examine 
“Playhouse 90's” drama 
last week “For I Have 
Loved Strangers.” 

This was a well-inten- 
tioned drama from a book 
by Don Murray (who also 
starred in it) in which a 
breezy young American 
learns a few bitter truths 
about life in a refugee 
camp full of DPs from 
Hungary, Czechoslovakia, 
Poland and other sore 
spots. 

“Why the barbed 
wire?” inquires the 
young American at the 
outset. “They're just dis- 
placed persons. What's 
their crime?” 

“Belonging to the hu- 
man race,” says the camp 
director (Robert Flem- 
yng), “and having no papers. Above all, having no papers.” 

That sets the tone of the dialogue which was sort of 
updated Frank Meriwether with a twist of lemon. For 
instance, when the American meets the beautiful camp 
refugee blonde and offers to procure her and her father 
some foodstuffs, some instinct told me she was going to 
draw herself up and say: “We are not beggars,” which she 
did.

From there it was just a question of time be- 
fore they fell in love and the American would say, 
between kisses: “Some day I’m going to get you a 
party dress and you’re going to see how really 
beautiful you are.” 


ALSO, CERTAIN set scenes are bound to crop up. In 
one, which was a little too rich for my blood, the American 
teaches the little refugee children how to write “cowboy” 
in their copybooks while behind them the elders, on his 
instructions are softly chanting: “. . . certain inalienable 
rights and among there rights are life, liberty and the pur- 
suit of happiness.” After which everyone—younger D”s 
and elder DPs alike—join in singing “O My Darling Clem- 
entine.” 

However, it’s only fair to point out that the entire 
proceedings didn’t remain on this plateau of innocence. 
Some of the seamier aspects of life among the DPs were 
recounted and their low moral tone, if not condoned, was 
at least explained. The ending, while a little sentimental 
anu wispy, was affecting anyhow. The DP problem, at least, 
is a very real one, and the moral obligations on humanity 
to do something about it are still valid. 


I first recall this moral problem explicitly 
stated in Gian Carlo Menotti’s “The Consul” with 
shattering emotional force. Since then, it has fil- 
tered into books and movies and TV dramas and, 
through constant handling and a cheapening of 
dramatic values, it has lost much of its urgency. 
That is a shame since the problem remains, urgent 
as ever. 


I FELT pretty much the same about “Studio One's” 
last production in the East, a two-part drama called “‘No 
Deadly Medicine.” This was a hospital story which moved 
in and out of the corridors, the laboratories, and the wards, 
and gave you a strong feeling of the size and complexity of 
hospitals. The particular problem was that of an aging 
doctor of pathology, powerfully played by Lee J. Cobb, who 
had let the advances in medicine get beyond him and whose 
consequent fumblings led to the death of a premature baby. 

It was constantly moving and gripping stuff but it 
couldn’t entirely avoid the smell of soap opera because 
there is not a line of hospital chatter, not a hospital sound 
or situation or vista that has not been kicked around on so 
many shows so many times. It still has great emotional 
drive but it has lost most of its literary distinction through 
constant repetition. In spite of this handicap, “No Deadly 
Medicine” was potent stuff, largely I suspect because of 
Sidney Lumet’s explosive direction which made the hos- 


pital a living organism. You could almost smell the smells.

‘Mild Depression’ 


DEAR DR. STEINCROHN: My married son, aged 35, 
has developed what his doctor calls a “mild depression Pp 
I can’t. for the life of me, imagine what brought it on. He's 
happily married, has three fine children and hasn't a 
financial care in the world. MRS. L. G. 

ANSWER: Depression’ is a type of neurosis almost 
as common as anxiety-tension states. In this age of bombs, 
international enmities and personal dilemma—it.is no 
wonder that anxiety-tension and depression are in a race 
for the lead as the commonest nervous complaint we 
doctors see in daily practice. 

I have been reading a terse article by Dr. Frederick 
Lemere of Seattle, Wash., in the Journal of American 
Medical Association. He writes: “A depression is primarily 
a mood disturbance, with many physical concomitants. 
The physical symptoms may so dominate the clinical pic- 
ture as to mask the true nature of the patient's illness. 
It is for this reason that we doctors have always to be 
alert to its possibilities.” 


HERE is an example of the many case histories that 

Dr. Lemere gives us 
Case I. “A 33-year-old housewife wanted to 
place her children in a home and divorce her hus- 

band because of a false feeling of failure as «a 

wife and mother. Recognition of the underlying 

depression and consequent successful treatment 
prevented a marital tragedy.” 

In many cases we doctors can make the diagnosis 
easily; sometimes by just looking at the patient, or by 
asking him only a question or two. More often we have 
to dig into the history. Here are the more common emo- 
tional and physical complaints that make us suspicious. 


PATIENTS say that they usually feel worse in the 
morning; better in the afternoon and evening. They 
have a morbid and depressed outlook on life; cry easily 
and even have suicidal thoughts. They can't concentrate 
and are indecisive. (Once I made a diagnosis because the 
wife told me her husband took an hour every morning 
to make up his mind which tie he was going to wear.) 

Many patients feel guilty and inferior. They blame 
themselves for losing a promotion and say they “didn't 
deserve it anyway.” They are afraid that something 
bad’s going to happen to them or their family. They are 
“always tired, always nervous.” And, of course, they have 
the universal complaint that makes life even more miser- 
able for people in depression: Insomnia. 

Often improvement is slow. Continued reassurance 
is essential. Drug treatment is only supportive: we give 
sedatives, sometimes combined with such “mood eleva- 
tors” as the amphetamine drugs. And we try to build up 
these patients with high calorie diets, vitamins and mild 
hypnotics that will give them a good night's sleep.

tipped over on its side, crashed 
and burned 

In the movies of the crash 
the tiny six and a quarter inch 
sphere was seen to topple 
from its perch and crash to 
the earth. This was the igno- 
minious end of a satellite 
which was to have remained 
in the sky for about a year, 
circling the earth once every 
100 minutes at 300 miles above 
the surface. 

While every detail of the 
towering Vanguard rocket had 
been described, very little has 
been disclosed about the baby 


satellite. Yet this satellite is 
a masterpiece of craftsman- 
ship, designed and fashioned 
by men of the Naval Research 
Laboratory with many research 
organizations contributing their 
skills,

It’s simpler to thaw out 
something, or to open a can. 
And speaking of opening cans, 
the manufacturers of canned 
and frozen foods are, if not al- 
ways a jump ahead, not more 
than a jump behind. Take, for 
instance, the subject of soup. 


There are a lot of varieties 


of canned soups, and they're 
good, too, for canned soup. 
But the range, while large, was 
limited. There were some 


soups you couldn't get in a can. 
Maybe the soup makers sensed 


that people were getting a 
little restless with the same 
brands they've been getting 


year after year, and yearning 
for something different. 

Lest people get too restless 
and start making their own, 
the soup makers have leaped 
into the breach. You can now 
get several types of soups 
never canned before, one of 
them being minestrone. It's 
pretty good minstrone, too, and 
for people who haven't time it 
probably serves the purpose. 


WE ARE going to assume, 
however, that despite what the 
visiting Englishman thinks, 
there are people who still like 
to make their own, and who 
will take the time both to make 
it and enjoy it. For their bene- 
fit, here, for a start, is mine- 
strone: 

Take a quarter of a pound 
of salt pork and dice it fine. 
Fry it in a skillet and be sure 
to fry it until it is done. Then 
add a fourth of a pound of 
chopped ham and a large 
chopped onion and fry them 
all together until the onions 
are lightly browned. 

Put the meat in your soup 
kettle and add a large chopped 
tomato, a half cup of navy 
beans which have been soaked 
well and long, a cut-up stalk 
of celery, three-fourths of a 
cup of rice, a quart and a half 
of meat broth and salt and 
pepper to taste. 

Simmer it, skimming as 
needéd, until the beans are 


Upon close observation the 
tiny satellite looks like a shin- 
ing silver Christmas ball. Six 
aluminum spokes radiate from 
it. They are dipole antennas 
12 inches long, sending signals 
from two separate radio trans- 
mitters in the sphere. 

An ingenious plan was de- 
vised to insure reception of 
radio signals from the circling 
satellite. 

One transmitter is powered 
by mercury batteries. This 
transmitter provides 1-100 watt 
(compared to one watt of radio 
power from the Sputniks) of 
continous radio ‘signal for 
approximately three weeks. 
These radio signals of 108 
megacycles would have been 
fed earthward by one pair of 
the antennas. 

The other antennas are 
used to transmit radio sig- 
nals with a frequency of 108.03 
megacyceles The transmitter 
for this signal is a solar 
powered one 

The magnesium shell of the 
satellite was fashioned in the 
Navy lab. Six “eyes” resem- 
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bling dark glass windows were 
set into the shell of the sphere. 

The eyes measure about two 
inches by two and one-half 
inches and are approximately 
one-half inch thick. These so- 
lar cells were developed by 
the United States Army Signal 
Engineering Laboratories at 
Fort Monmouth, N.J, 


Scientists believe the solar 
transmitters may permit radio 
transmission several hours a 
day through the life of this 
satellite. It is estimated there 
is sufficient power available 
to enable the solar powered 
transmitter to radiate at least 
five milliwatts or 1-200 watts. 


The transmitters are trans- 
istorized with special Bell Tele- 
phone transistors to permit 
maximum power with mini- 
mum weight. 

The incredible ingenuity 
used in this satellite is dem- 
onstrated by the technique de- 
veloped to permit temperature 
observations of the _ satellite 
skin with no weight penalty 
and with no extra equipment.

If 
there is a temperature change 
there will be a change in the 
radio signal of about 55 cy- 
cles per degree F. 


Thus by monitoring the shift

The New Films 


First-Rate Civil War Picture 


ALTHOUGH IT’S NOT ANOTHER “Gone With the 
Wind,” “RAINTREE COUNTY” at the ESQUIRE THE- 
ATER is an extraordinarily good picture, one of the best of 
the year. It is highly engrossing, vivid in detail and char- 
acterization, is handsomely mounted, and 
has some fine performances, notably by 
Elizabeth Taylor, Montgomery Clift, Eva 
Marie Saint, Nigel Patrick and Lee Mar- 
vin. 

The unwieldy novel by Ross Lockridge 
Jr., which won the $150,000 M.-G.-M. 
novel award in 1948 and became a best 
seller, covered 53 years in a series of flashbacks. In his 
script Millard Kaufman condensed this to a six-year period 
ending shortly after the Civil War and was able to give the 
story clarity, cohesion and a sustained dramatic interest, 
although I felt the story line sagged a little towards the 
end when John Shawnessy rescues his wife Susanna from 
a madhouse in Georgia and takes her back home with him 
to Indiana. The strength of the story is revived in the 
closing scenes when Susanna flees to the swamp in the 
middle of the night in search of the fabled Chinese rain- 
tree, a symbol of happiness in local legend, and is found 
drowned. 


The story line focuses on how young Shawnessy (Clift) 
of Raintree county, Indiana, is torn between his love for 
the beautiful and strange New Orleans girl; Susanna Drake 
(Miss Taylor) and another girl, Nell Gaither (Miss Saint) 
who can’t understand his idealism. He is tricked into 
marrying the Southern girl, and her memories of a 
family scandal which ended in tragedy when she was 9, 
and her own haunting fears of having colored blood, slowly 
drive her mad. She finally runs away to Georgia during the 
Civil War with their small son. He joins the Union Army 
and finally finds the boy in a rundown mansion during 
Sherman’s march to the sea, and, after being wounded, 
finds her in the insane asylum and takes her home. 


Director Edward Dymytrk has composed a number 
of memorable scenes, from a charming out-of-doors class- 
room by a brook in which a rougish professor expounds 
on the dream of happiness as personified by the golden 
raintree, to some lusty small town sequences including 
a barroom drinking bout and a Fourth of July footrace, 
Susanna walking bemusedly amongst the graves of her 
family and the few stark pillars Jeft standing of their home, 
a cavalry charge across a bullet-swept creek. 


Miss Taylor’s work as the tormented Susanna is com- 
pletely valid and convincing, one of the best acting jobs 
of the year. Clift, an actor I hitherto haven't admired too 
much, gives a strong, sensitive and penetrating perform- 
ance. Nigel Patrick does a masterpiece of the jaunty, cyni- 
cal professor who is run out of town with shotguns after 
trying to make off with somebody's wife, and later turns 
up as a war correspondent. Miss Saint has a quality of 
radiance in her acting. Marvin is the blustering but likable 
town sport who dies in a Georgia thicket clutching at his 
bloody front. 


The film is the first photographed in M.-G.-M.'s new

A Boy and His Dog 


THERE’S NO BETTER feature story formula around 
than a boy and his dog, and Walt Disney has taken up this 
old newspaper favorite in “OLD YELLER,” at the 
ORPHEUM THEATER. Its hero and title role actor is a 

115-pound mongrel named Spike who be- 
comes the protector of a west Texas ranch 
household in the 1860s when Papa Fess 
Parker has to leave on a cattle drive. 
And, believe me, there’s a lot of pro- 
4, tecting to do. Old Yeller scares a mule 
off the place and incurs the wrath of 
the older son, but he comes into his own 
in fighting off, in succession, a 500-pound bear, an ornery 
wolf, and a pack of semi-wild hogs which are about to eat 
up the lad. 


Then we have our sorrows. First a neighbor, Chuck 
Connors, claims Old Yeller, then gives him up when he 
sees how attached the boys are to him. Then the older 
son has to shoot the mutt because he had rabies. I bet 
there wasn’t a dry child's eye in the house yesterday. 
Anyway, both Pop Fess and Mom Dorothy McGuire con- 
sole the boy, and that day he Grows To Be a Man. 


As are so many of Disney's live-action movies, this is 
obviously slanted towards the kiddies, and for them it’s 
swell. Though I'm afraid its emotionalism will seem a 
trifle obvious to adults. However, the film has a likable 
simplicity and a clean-cut, fresh look. 


After Old Yeller, of course, Miss McGuire runs off 
with acting honors. Tommy Kirk plays the older son and 
Kevin Corcoran the younger. Both are refugees from the 
Disney TV Mickey Mouse Club, are smart boys, and will 
probably learn some day to be actors. As for Parker, 
Connors and@ Jeff York, who plays a neighboring ne’er-do- 
well farmer, shucks, man, they ain't never claimed to be 
actors. But they’re mighty big, mighty big. 


Good Double Bill 


“THE LOST CONTINENT,” at the APOLLO, an Ital- 
fan-made exploring picture, is notable not only for the 
freshness of its subject matter, in an investigation of the 
Indonesian archipelago, and a first-rate narrative, spoken 
by John Gunther, but also. for some stun- 
ningly beautiful color camera work and 
its imaginative sound track. For these 
last two features it received a award at 
the Cannes Film Festival in 1955. 

The credit for this must be divided 
between director Leonardo Bonzi, leader 
of the expedition, and camera man Gianni 
Raffaldi and Franco Bernetti. There are shots of volcanoes 
on Java, with an’ eerie musical accompaniment, which give 
it an unearthly bleakness and terror. The rice terraces 
have a farftastie pattern, and there are haunting shots of a 
silver sea at twilight. A funeral game-dance on Bali, with 
the coffin bobbing about overhead as the men and women 
play tug-of-war in a stream is weird. As is a marriage 
dance in Borneo, with Dyak maidens waving blackened 
skulls, symbols of the influence of the moon god and really 
relics of the days when the Dyak head-hunters were 
naughty boys. 

Also on the program is another short little gem, a 
French production, “THE RED BALLOON,” which won a 
1956 Cannes special award and a Hollywood Oscar for “best 
story and screenplay.” It is a sensitive glimpse into the 
life of a small boy in the Menilmontant district of Paris, 
almost Without dialogue and touched with fantasy. It was 
done by Albert Lamorisse, maker of the equally fine “The 
White Man,” and the boy is played by Pascal Lamorisse, 
who I suppose is his son. 


The boy rescues a big red party balloon from a lamp- 
post and it turns out to be very friendly, following him 
all over the neighborhood in jaunty fashion, causing him 
to get in trouble at home and in school, and striking up 
a romance with a blue balloon. Finally a gang of jealous 
boys capture it and puncture it with a slingshot in what 
I suppose is a comment on the ugly inclination of many 
humans to destroy beauty. Anyway, the dying agonies 
of the balloon as it slowly subsides seem almost unbearably 
human and match any death scene a ham actor ever reveled 
in. All the balloons in Paris come to the rescue of the 
distraught youth and bear him aloft into the sky. A pretty 
thought, and an imaginative, delicately done picture.

SOMEWHAT AFTER MID- 
NIGHT Mrs. Merkle phoned 
me. At this point it should be 


noted that any similarity be- 
tween the names = herein 
and that of anyone Iiving or 
dead in my suburban subdivi- 
sion is purely a typographical 
error. 

“Can you hear that dog 
barking?” Mrs. Merkle de- 
manded. 


“I can—now,” I replied, paus- 
ing significantly and giving 
special intonation to the “now.” 

But Mrs. Merkle gave the 
pause and intonation the same 
treatment Adm. Farragut gave 
the torpedoes. She damned 
them and plunged full speed 
ahead.

ers haphazardly placed by the 
builder, and that Mrs. Pfitzer 
is mollified when she phones 
to complain about the shade 
of chartreuse the Hessemeiers 
have used in painting the out- 
side of their home. 


IF YOU THINK people can’t 
be ornery, just get yourself 
elected a trustee and watch 
human nature in action. Some- 
times it seems people cannot 
be satisfied unless they are em- 
broiled in struggle. And if 
there are no major issues to 
fight over, they will puff little 
ones into big ones. And if 
they haven't a little issue to 
be blown out of proportion, 
they will try to find an irri- 
tant which, as in the oyster 


produces a pearl, can in human 
life produce a gem of a donny- 
brook. 


With this bit of philosophy 
from the poor man’s Spinoza, 
it becomes less difficult to un- 
derstand why a man will erect 
an ugly doghouse as close as 
possible to his neighbor’s yard, 
or let the weeds grow tall 
where his neighbor has to face 
them, or place trash cans where 
they become the central view 
from his neighbor's picture 
window. 

All this foregoing, you un- 
derstand, is grist supplied by 
the trustee’s constituents for 
his mill.

Thus 
do they see to it that the trus- 
tee does not wax fat in idle- 
ness or enjoy in indolence the 
exaltation of his position.

If it de- 
veloped that South went down 
only one trick, it might also 
develop that four hearts could 
not be made. ) 

Morrie’s decision was tech- 


nically wrong. but psycho- 
logically right. Four hearts 
was cold; four diamonds by 


South can be held to down 
one, but South placed West 
with the diamond king on the 
double and lost a trump trick 
he could have avoided. 

West opened the king of 
spades; declarer won the ace 
and, placing West with the dia- 
mond king, South laid down 
the diamond ace and led a low 
diamond toward dummy’s 
queen. This gave Elis’s partner 
a trick with the king of dia- 
monds and now a club return 
went to West's king and the 
defense followed with two 
hearts and a spade to pick up 
500 points.

MOUNTAINS AND CRATERS 


‘on the moon have been a sub- 


ject of interest ever since 
telescopes came into use. Work- 
ing with a little telescope, 
Galileo saw markings on the 
moon and declared that some 
of them were mountains. He 


was right about that, but most | 


persons of his time found it 


hard to believe that mountains | 


could exist on the moon. 
Galileo studied the moun- 
tains on the moon 348 years 


ago. Since that time, many 
thousands of other persons 
have looked at the moon 


through better telescopes. 

Q. What are the craters on 
the moon? 

A. They are holes which look 
something like volcanic craters 
viewed from airplanes. They 
are, however, much larger on 
the average than craters on 
earth. 


QO. How wide is the largest 


crater on the moon? 

A. It has a diameter of about 
140 miles. Some of the small 
craters on the moon are less 
than a tenth of a mile across. 
In most cases the hole of a

of solid material. The ring 
may rise to a height of less 
than a thousand feet, but in 
Some cases it is two or three 
miles high. 

Inside each crater is a floor. 
Sometimes the floor is above 
the level of the land outside 


the ring. In other cases it is 
below the surrounding level, 
The depth of a hole, measur- 
ing from the top of a ring, may 
be four miles or even. more. 

Q. What caused the thou- 


sands of craters on the moon? 
A. No crater has been ob- 
served during the period of its 


formation. It is believed that 
all of the holes came into be- 
ing ages ago. Some astron- 


omers believe that they were 
produced mainly, if not en- 
tirely, by voleanic action. An- 
other theory is that they were 
made by the explosions of 
huge meteors which struck 
the moon when it was young 
and when the surface was 
somewhat soft because of the 
heat inside. 

It is probable that both the- 
ories are right in part. Vol- 
canic action may account for 
many craters, and exploding 
meteors may have produced 
others.
